The year passes on and Summer looks towards Autumn or the Fell , as the 
Americans more picturesqucly call it. Already some of the Summer visiting 
birds have flown. The Cuckoo went in July and the Swifts have left us now. 
Soon it will be the turn of others .Jlfcanwhile they are feeding busily 
co put on extra Pat , to tide their strength over during their long flight 
to southern lends. We have had a Willow Tit feeding almost continuously 
during daylight hours in our garden for the last three weeks. 
Hedgerow flowers , where they have not been cut or killed , have been 
lovely this-year. there are still plenty about, colouring the sides of 
cur lanes. One of the most common, but not very colourful, is the 
gre=green plant called "Fat Hen". ft belongs to.the Spinmch familye 
Anglo-Saxons ate its leaves which have more iron and vitemins than Spinach. 
They also ground its little fat sceds to make a flour which is rather good 
and tastes like buckwheat. It grows cverywhere and is not very spectacular, 
but is interesting and has in the past been very much used.

6 ozS cream Cheese, 2 ozs castor sugar, 1 egg, vanilla essence,. Beet these 
until thick. Then stir in 1 oz seedless rasins. Turn out onto base and bake 
at 325' for 20 minutes. Cool. 
Lemon Glaze 
3 ozs Castor sugar, 4 oz cornflour, = pt water, juice and rind of 4 lemon, 
1 egg, 4 oz butter, 1 oz seedless raisns.e=-— Blend sugar, cornflour and 
water, cook until thick, then edd lemon juice and rind, simmer until cleer.

Fire Calls During the perioc since the last Deddington News we 
have received 47 calls, which were, 2 chip pan fires, 3 road traffic 
accidents, 2 calls to caravans on fire at the Peace Camp at Upper 
Heyford, 2 house fires (one at Tedmarton house and one at Bloxham) 

A gate post on fire at Somarton, 4 stubble fires, 2 calls to bales on 
fire, 2 barn fires (one of which destroyec 5 vintage trectors) 

2 hedgerow fires, a call to a large corn drying silo on fire at 
Dalgety feed Merchents, Banbury, 2 car fires, a combine hervester on 
fire, a felse alarm with zood intent, 11 calls to faults on automatic 
systems, a malicious false alarm and 10 calls to standby at other 
stations. This brings the total number of calls so far this year 
to 139. 


Although the majority of the above c*lls were not connected 
with the »vresent dry concitions I would urge everyone to be very 
coreful with cigarette ends.
